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The closest prior art references are: WO 01/37309 to Partlo et al., which teaches 
a method of cleaning at least one surface of an optical device disposed in a vacuum 
chamber, US 4,597,665 to Galbraith el al., which teaches a method of using a flaw 
detector for optically transmissive surfaces and US 6,44,037 to Frankel el al., which 
teaches a method of using a processing chamber. The prior art references of record, 
taking alone or in combination, do not anticipate or suggest fairly the limitations of: 
removing contaminants introduced from a radiation source from a surface of an optical 
device in a vacuum chamber and collecting the contaminants at a recess formed in the 
surface wherein the recess includes at least one of a slot and a groove, in combination 
with the other step elements of the cleaning method as instantly recited. Upon further 
search no other prior art has been located at the date of this Office action.
